“It 
is a matter of no consequence that 
the purpose was to shut out nonunion 
mill work made in Dili wis as well as 
that made without. Tre crime of re- 
straining interstate commerce through 
combination is not condoned by the 
inclusion of intrastate commerce as 
well.” 

“It appears,” the opinion asserts, 
“that the respondent manvufacturers 
found their business seriously impeded 
by the competition of material made 
by nonunion mills situated outside of 
Illinois, mostly in Wisconsin and the 
south, which sold their products in 
the Chicago market cheaper than local 
manufacturers who employed union 
labor could afford to do.

The sanitary district has quoted from govern- 
ment reports and charts to show that the levels 
of the great lakes rise and fall in cycles and that 
we are now passing througfi a period of low water. 
The evidence was convincing for any one who 
would take the trouble to examine it, but a number 
of influential persons in eastern cities seem not to 
have troubled to do so. The rise and fall in the 
lakes is a recurring phenomenon; the present 
period of low water could have been predicted con- 
fidently fifteen years ago. It was to come regard- 
less of the diversion through the drainage canal, 
which can be held accountable at most for only six 
of the thirty inches or more of lowering. 

For those who find statistics difficult to handle, 
the Grand Haven Tribune has found evidence of 
another sort. The Tribune quotes an article en- 
titled “ Rise and Fall of the Lakes,” from the New 
York Mirror of Sept. 22, 1838. It reads as follows: 
“The Buffalo Advertiser states that since the 
year 1825 Lake Ontario has risen, chiefly within 
the last three years, six feet and eight inches; and 
that on the first of July the water was two inches 
higher, making arise of six feet and ten inches. 


four feet. A similar rise of the lakes took place in 
the cold and wet seasons of 1815, 1816, 1817, but 
from the evaporation during the hot summer of 
1818 the water receded about two feet. In the suc- 
ceeding years it continued to fall until 1821, after 
which year it remained nearly stationary until 
1826. . 
“The fluctuation must cause some inconvenience 
in the location of wharves and stores. The fact 
that the waters have continued to rise until the 
present summer proves that a much greater degree 
of rain must have fallen throughout the great 
basin which supplies these lakes with water than 
in the vicinity of the western border of our state. 
Here the supply of rain within the last year has 
been less, we believe, than in any year within the 
last qwenty.” 
That is contemporary evidence, a ¢entury and 
more old, of the cyclical fluctuation. It caused 
losses then, as now, to shipping interests. In the 
century intervening our country has become the 
richest in the world and our engineers have helped 
to make it so with their imagination and skill. 
Nevertheless the government has thus far refused 
to allow the engineers to take the question of lake 
levels in hand. Chicago has admitted that it is 
responsible in part for the lowering of the lakes 
and has offered an engineering plan and money 
to build controlling works which will raise the

held liable and will compensate for the far greater 
losses from climate as Well. With weirs pliiced 
in the straits, the lakes can be held to « level 
which is desired and the cyclical fluctuation will 
no longer prove a source of annoyance to jake 
shipping. 

Why the other lake states refuse to consider this 
proposal we cannot understand. Their refusal in- 
dicates they are less interested in maintaining the 
lakes at the desired depth than in defeating the 
Mississippi valley's project for a waterway to the 
gulf, for which the diversion at Chicago is needed. 


MR. OLSON’S JOB.. 

United States District Attorney Olson delivered 
an impassioned address a day or so ago before; 
the Methodist ministers of Chicago. He said the 
United States government was engaged in a re) 
lentless effort to drive from public office the 
“ higher-ups " whom he defined as dish nest pub- 
lic officials. 
Mr. Olson, we er, was referring not to dis- 
honest federal but to dishonest loca] of- 
ficials. We agree with him that they, too, should 
be driven from office. If he has evidence against 
any of them, we hope he will not hesitate longer 
to present it to the grand jury and, if possible, 
leonvict the Offenders. The other day he indicted 
seventy-feur men and women of whom no more 
than two could be classified as “higher‘ups” by 
his or any other definition. We await further 
action by Mr. Olson with interest. , 

Meanwhile we should like to point out to him 
and to his superiors, whose orders‘he is no doubt 
carrying out, that the federal department of jus- 
tice was not created to supervise local govern-

One unfortunate consequence of pro- 
hibition, a consequence that has been insufficiently 
emphasized, is the spread of the doctrine stated so 
frankly by Mr. Olson that the federal government 
is properly concerned with municipal! affairs.

The federal] government 
is doing us no service when it seeks to undo our 
mistakes for us. If we err, we should pay for it. 
That is the only way we can ever hope to make 
any genuine advance in politics or morals.

FEED FOR PIG AND COW. 


Corn belters have a chance to save 
money in feeding hogs, and. beef and 
dairy cattle this winter as a result of 
the southern planter’s big crop of cot- 
tonseed produced along with the rec- 
ord breaking crop of cotton. Cotton- 
seed is cheap in comparison with lin- 
seed oil meal and tankage commonly 
used in pig and steer rations, 

Feed experts say that in Iowa cot- 
tonseed meal can be bought in car- 
loads for about $10 a ton cheaper 
than oil meal at the present time. 
Tankage is about $30 a ton more than 
cottonseed meal. Farmers can make 
a big saving by replacing a third of 
the tankage with cottonseed meal in 
feeding hogs.

CHINA APPEALS 
BELGIAN TREATY 
TO LEAGUE

GENEVA, Nov. 23.—The submission 
of tae Sino-Belgian treaty dispute to 
‘the Hague court would be a surrender 
of thé fundamental! principle of equal- 
_fty, to which no nation could consent. 
So says a note from the Peking gov- 
ernment.to the permanent Chinese del- 
_egation accredited to the league of na- 
- tions, which today made it known that 
they would appeal the question to the 
league council or assembly. 
In a long communication, the for- 
eign office reiterated the Chinese re- 


- fusal to appear before the Hague court | 


because the issues involved were po- 
‘tical rather than juridical. It warned 
that it would appeal directly to the 
- Jeague council under Article 11 unless 
Brussels changes its plans to appeal 
. to the Hague court and consents to 
negotiate a new treaty on the basis of 
complete equality and reciprocity.
